To the City Council of the City of New Bedford :— 


The Trustees of the Free Public Library respectfully 
present their Fifty-fifth Annual. Report. The report of 
the Librarian to the Trustees is incorporated herewith and 
clearly sets forth the aims, methods, work, resources, 
conditions, and needs of the Library. Our report is greatly 
abridged by reason of his luminous statement. 

We direct your attention to a year of most satisfactory 
work on the part of the librarian and his corps of assistants. 
The library has extended its scope and liberalized its 
methods in the distribution of books; it has been alert to 
keep before the eyes and attention of readers the best new 
books as they have appeared; it has still more generally 
than heretofore made its stack accommodations accessible 
to readers; it has provided alcove accomodations with 
table, light, and all possible facilities for the student and 
investigator; it has often been a veritable bureau of infor- 
mation for people seekivg facts on subjects the most 
diverse ; and our intelligent, ingenious, progressive, and 
up-to-date librarian has overcome many obstacles, seem- 
ingly insurmountable, and really made the New Bedford 
Public Library a vehicle of information, instruction, train- 
ing and genuine culture to an increasing number of people. 
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It is needless to say, however, that this Board cannot 
approach an official statement of the Library’s condition 
and work, its past history and future prospects, without 
an oppressive sense of the constant risk to which its 
treasures are subjected and the totally inadequate accom- 
modations which cripple its usefulness to the people. The 
library now contains nearly One Hundred Thousand 
volumes besides valuable pamphlets, rare engravings, and 
other choice literary and artistic treasures. These belong 
to the people and are dedicated to the people’s use as a 
great, free, popular university. How priceless the 
possession! If destroyed, how irreparable the loss! We 
again call your attention to the fire hazard always threat- 
ening this building and its contents. Can New Bedford 
longer afford to take the risk ? 

We ask the Council also to consider the irreparable 
loss to the people of our City by reason of the inadequate 
accommodation of our present library, and to consider what 
will be our condition when the Potter bequest annually 
enriches our-fund for the purchase of books. This build- 
ing will not now hold the shelves necessary properly to: 
accomodate the present library. For this reason many of 
our most valuable books, pamphlets, and pictures are 
practically inaccessible to the people whose they are. Our 
normal annual increase, now about Four Thousand volu- 
mes, will undoubtedly double after the receipt of the Potter 
gift. Up-to-date, modern library administration demands 
a further opening of the book stacks to the people, and 
this is wholly impracticable, if not impossible, in present 
quarters. We believe this library has rightly forgotten 
the old library idea of KEEPING Books and has enthusia- 
stically adopted the new idea of Usina Books, bringing 
books and people together. The new idea emphasizes the 
city’s long standing need of an adequate library building. 
This Board of Trustees, after investigation and study, 
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believes that the aoble, historic structure heretofore used 
as a City Hall, by a moderate expenditure may be adapted 
to the use of the Public Library. It is central and acces- 
sible in lagation, its granite walls are built to endure, 
modern steel interior construction will render its treasures 
safe, and for a century with increasing veneration it will 
be the source of the city’s culture and the centre of the 
city’s best life. |

Librarian’s Report. 


To the Board of Trustees of the Free Public Library. 


GENTLEMEN:—I herewith submit my sixth annual 
report as librarian, being the fifty-fifth report of the Free 
Public Library. The general statistical information con- 
cerning the growth and use of the library will be found in 
detail in the tables at the end of this report. I shall here 
briefly call attention to some of the more important addi- 
tions, activities, incidents, and needs of the library, which 
it seems most fitting at this time to summarize. 

There were added to the library during the year, 4,001 
books, of which 3,359 were procured by purchase and 642 
were gifts. The library subscribes to over 300 periodi- 
cals, covering the most important class publications in 
mechanics, electricity, art, literature, and science, besides 
all the more popular magazines. Notable additions to the 
collection of pictures were made by the purchase of three 
paintings by R. Swain Gifford, which were bought by the 
librarian at the auction sale of his works in New York in 
January. Satisfactory examples were secured of his work 
in oil and water color. Later in the year a collection of 
the whaling pictures of Clifford W. Ashley were bought, 
and now hang around the walls of the delivery room. 
They probably form the most accurate reproduction of 
actual whaling scenes that have ever been produced. The 
library iS indebted to Dr. E. R. Sisson for a gift of a 
water color of the Fairhaven shore. Many interesting 
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log books have been added to the large collection already 
in the library. 

The card catalogue has been improved by the addi- 
tion of celluloid guide cards, which are a great conve- 
nience to the public in the use of the cards. 


ACTIVITIES. 


, The customary bulletins have been published monthly 

through the year, the later bulletins commencing the pub- 
lication of manuscripts of local interest contained in the 
library. Special bulletins have been issued during the 
year, giving lists of boys’ books, girls’ books, Thanks- 
giving Day, and a list of recent books and magazine arti- 
cles on strikes and the labor question, and a pamphlet 
entitled: ‘‘Some Facts About New Bedford,” which was 
specially prepared for circulation among the librarians 
who were in attendance at the National Library Confer- 
ence at Narragansett Pier in July. These have been 
widely distributed over the country. A steady demand 
may be noted for our bulletins, especially that on the cot- 
ton industry, which has been circulated widely in this 
country and abroad. Special lists of books, pertaining to 
subjects in discussion at the Woman’s Club meetings, 
have been listed. 

The outside agencies, the branch reading rooms, 
delivery stations, and deposit stations, have been doing 
excellent work in the distribution of books. 

A guide to the use of the card catalogue has been 
printed and circulated, and also posted in the reading 
room over the card cases. 

The usual class from the Harrington Training school 
has been given lectures on library work. This course, 
which has been carried on for three years, seems to meet 
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the demand for special training along library lines, and 
should be of a good deal of service to the young teachers.

The wider influence of the modern library is evident 
in the more frequent demands to loan books out of town. 
Collections of books have been sent out at different times 
to students in towns outside of New Bedford, and such 
loans have always been very deeply appreciated. 

A beginning has been made in loaning books for Sun- 
day School libraries, the Spruce Street Sunday school now 
having a collection of books from the Public Library, 
which are circulated among the Sunday school scholars of 
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that church. The library is prepared to meet further 
demands along that line. 

The New Bedford Medical Society was granted per- 
mission by the Board of Trustees to use the library as a 
circulating medium for certain of the publications for 
which they subscribe, and the beginning of the year will 
probably see this service in active operation. 

The librarian and several of the staff attended the 
National Library. Conference at Narragansett Pier. The 
librarian has also attended library meetings at Arlington, 
Boston, and Providence, and visited other libraries in 
various cities. 


INCIDENTS. 


The plan of restricting the time limit on certain pop- 
ular books to 7 days has been inaugurated and seems to 
work well. This provides for a wider circulation of books 
when they are the most in demand. 

Due acknowledgement is hereby rendered to the local 
newspapers for the space which has heen freely given for 
library notices prepared by the librarian, and also for the 
many helpful suggestions and notices which have been 
printed through the year. 

Attention is called to the constantly increasing use 
of the telephone in seeking help from library sources and 
we would emphasize the fact that such assistance is always 
very gladly granted. , 

During the summer Miss Lawrence took a special 
course of instruction at the Library School connected with 
Simmons College. Her course especially covered refe- 
rence and information work. It is an advantage to the 
library for members of the staff to broaden their informa- 
tion and thus increase their usefulness by supplementary 
study. 
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NEEDS. 


The need of separate quarters for children is very 
pressing, as also the absolute need of larger quarters for 
every department of the library. No one except those 
thoroughly familiar with the inside working of the library 
can appreciate the crowded condition of the stack room 
and of the working rooms. The suggestion that the City 
Hall should be turned over to the library for a library 
building offers, what seems to me, to be a feasible and 
entirely satisfactory disposition of the question, and would 
certainly provide for the library quarters that would 
compare favorably with any in New England. 

The work of the library staff through the year has 
been of a high class of excellence. 

The librarian desires to thank the members of the 
Board for the unfailing courtesy with which they have 
administered the affairs of the library, and for the prompt 
and generous attention which they have paid to all his ~ 
suggestions and requests.
